H. A, Anderson was born in Lehi City, 
Utah, August 20, 1868. His parents were 
farmers of limited means, but possessing 
energy, thrift and desire to make up for 
the lack of money in giving their sons 


the benefits of a good English education. 


His parents were great lovers of books 
and so provided for their children suffi- 
cient and proper reading matter. 

Our subject was the youngest son of a 
family of five, and he, like the rest, was 
early: compelled to take part in the farm 
work, herd cattle, ete. While he was 
yet but eleven years of age, his father was 
called on a mission, leaving the farm and 
home in charge of his two youngest sons. 
These two, when the farm work permit- 
ted, would freight, go to the canyon, etc., 
to obtain a few dollars to assist the father 
while on his mission. : 

At the age of sixteen, he entered the 
B. Y. Academy, and owing to his reading 
having been so well directed, he was 
passed into the Normal department. At 
eighteen he was graduated from this de- 
partment, and though a number of good 
positions were offered him he refused to 
teach. He had determined to take an- 
other year to study the higher branches. 
During his last two years he acted as 
Normal Monitor. He had made prepara- 
tions to attend still another year, when 
he was called as a teacher in the B. Y. 


For the past three years he has labored 
in this capacity, having in charge the 
lower departments; but his labors have 
been chiefly in the higher grades. Aside 


of his labors in the Academy he has been, 


studying and teaching Phonography, his 
time being now almost exclusively taken 
up with that branch and typewriting. 

He is always to be found hard at work 
exhibiting the qualities so early incul- 
eated in him by his parents.

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FORMAL STUDIES. 
(By B. Cluff, Jr., B. M. D.] 


TO DEVELOP IDEAS OF COLOR. THIRD 
LESSON :—Note,—Every lesson should be- 
gin with a brief review of the last, 

Train the pupils to distinguish tints 
and shades of colors. ‘To do this, besides 
the colored papers used in the first lesson, 
have colors of a lighter and a darker 
shade. Distribute these papers, keeping 
the different shades of the same color to- 
gether. Then ask: “Which color have 
you?”. “T have the blue color.” “How 
many papers have you of blue?” “I have 
three blue papers.” “Explain the differ- 
ence between the blue on one paper, and 
that on the others.” So continue to 
question until the differences between a 
light-blue, a blue, and a dark-blue are 
known. 

Have three glasses, each containing 
water, colored to a dark shade with one 
of the primary colors, and several other 
glasses containing pure water. Show the 
different shades and tints by pouring 
colored water into the pure, little by 
little, until a deep shade is obtained. 

FOURTH LESSON. 


Ji the pupils are sufficiently advanced, 
teach them the shades and mixture of 
colors by letting them mix pigments, or 
water-colors. 

Supply each pupil with a small case of 
water-colors and a brush, or with a pal- 
ette, palette-knife, and blue, red, and 
yellow pigments. 

Place before them different shades of 
the secondary colors and have the pupils 
match them by mixture. 

A little careful assistance on the part 
of the teacher will soon render the chil- 
dren quite expert in handling the pig- 
ments, or in mixing the water-colors. 
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A UNIQUE PRODUCTION. 


The Enquirer Co. has just issued a 
little pamphlet entitled, “Foundation 
Stones of the Earth and Other Essays,” 
by Prof. J. B. Keeler of the Academy. 
The ‘other essays’ are, "Near the Throne 
of God’ and the ’Fallacy of Evolutionism.’ 

‘The writer starts out by assuming the 
truth of the Prophet Joseph Smith’s de- 
claration, that the earth was organized or 
formed out of other planets which were 
broken up and remodeled and made into 
the one on which we live. So striking 
are the facts he adduces from the latest 
geological researches in support of this 
theory, that it is not rash to say that 
should investigation be followed out on 
the lines here begun, it is highly probable 
that it may result, ere long, in the com- 
plete overthrow of the gradual formation 
theory of Geology. 


By the theory advanced in this essay— 
the difficulties between Genesis and Geo- 
logy are effectually disposed of. It marks 
a departure in geological researeh that 
may bring new things to light.

Yesterday about twenty of Provo’s 

leading business men met by invitation 
in Pres. Smoot’s office, for the purpose of 
devising some plan to raise immediately 
$50,000, with which to erect the New 
Academy Building. It was decided to 
obtain the money needed by loan, letting 
the real estate owned by the Academy 
be held as security. The Board intend 
to. move in the matter at once. 


Tt has been fully decided that regular 
courses leading up to diplomas will be 
given in the Academy, commencing with 
next year. 

‘This, indeed, is a beautiful arrange- 
ment. Students, before entering the 
Academy, will have the privilege of 
choosing their course, and, following it 
to the end, will receive a diploma, which 
means that the one holding it has com- 
pleted a certain number of Academic 
studies. 

This will be an incentive for young men 
and ladies to remain in school to the end of 
the year, thus preparing them more fully 
for their schoo] work. 

These courses will appear in the cir- 
cular which is to be issued shortly, and 
it is desired that prospective students 
understand these courses, so they can en- 
ter upon them with as little friction as 
possible. 

Besides the regular courses, instruction 
preparatory to University work in the 
east will be given in Law, Medicine, and 
Civil Engineering; thus qualifying our 
young men for immediate entrance with- 
out condition, on their University labor, 

One pleasing feature of this arrange- 
ment is, that a student coming to school 
for one year only, will receive his credits 
in those studies which he has passed off, 


and this will be counted to him should 
he ever come to school again, thereby 


doing away with so many examinations.

Study should be measured, not by the 
amount of time spent, but by the concen- 
tration given. 

Another consignment of books for the 
Normal Library has been received. Noth- 
ing is better for a school or a department 
than a good library of well selected books. 
The Norma] Library has proven inyalu- 
able this year. 

Prof. Cluff has an excellent way of get- 
ting at the standing of his students. He 
has “drop” examinations nearly every 
day and credits the students by the way 

“they answer the questions. These sud- 
den tests have more to do with the effici- 
eney number than the final examination. 


The Post Graduates have been study- 
ing the emotions; principally Conscience 
during the past week. 

Conscience can be educated, which 
every teacher should know. However, 
conscience is conditioned by knowledge. 
Tt will be keen or dull, according to the 
education received. 


The average age of the Senior class is 
22.7 years;the youngest member is l7years 
old, while the oldest is 37. The Junior 
Class averages 19.4 years. Fourteen is 
the age of the youngest and 27 is the age 
of the oldest. Next year, then, the Senior 
Class will be 20.4 years, or over two years 

’ younger than the Senior this year. 


Students should be systematic in their 
studies, studying them in the order of 
their recitation. It always takes time to 
“adjust self’ to the subject. You cannot 
turn immediately from language to sci- 
- ence, because it will take some minutes 
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before you can drive one lesson from the 
mind sufficiently to seriously study the 
next lesson. By taking up your studies 
in the same order every time, the mind 
will become accustomed to turn from any 
one to the next following with the least 
possible loss of time. To study promis- 
cuously—now arithmetic, now grammar, 
and then arithmetic again, only intoxi- 
cates the brain. Method strenghtens the 
brain, enlarges the power of attention, 
and forms habit,—the latter being one of 
the most important principles in educa- 
tion.
